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a width of the second passage is greater than a width of the first passage 
so as not to impede the scattered light from entering an outmost peripheral 
portions of the condensers . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to independent claims 1,12, and 16 are allowable over the prior art for at 
least the reason that the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
discloses or render obvious a particle measuring apparatus comprising all the specific 
elements with the specific combination including of a width of the second passage is 
greater than a width of the first passage so as not to impede the scattered light from 
entering an outmost peripheral portions of the condensers, wherein a flow cell having a 
first passage and second passage extending continuously from said first passage in 
combination with the rest of the limitation of claims 1,12, and 16. The dependent claims 
2-11, 13-15, and 17-20 are allowed by virture of their dependence on claims 1, 12, and 
16.
